ARGENTINE OPPOSITION LEADER ARRESTE) IN COLOMBIA 
Bogota EL ESPECTADOR in Spanish 10 Aug 80 Sec A p 14 


[Text] Nora Clapponi, one of the most aggressive political and union leaders 
in Argentina, was captured by DAS [Administrative Department of Security] 
unite at the Eldorado International Airport. 


The woman, who was a candidate for the vice-presidency of the Gaucho nation, 
was taken into custody when it was found that the passport which she was 
carrying belonged to someone else. 


The arrest took place as she was attempting to leave Colombia bound for Mexi- 
co. The DAS chief, attorney Manuel Guillermo Silva, turned her over to the 

82d judge of criminal proceedings, an official who has already begun the per- 
tinent investigation of the woman for the presumed crime of forging documents. 


They Claim a ‘State of Necessity’ 


Mre Ciapponi by no means denied the fact that a forged passport was found in 
her possession, but accepted the charge, stating however that she was in need 
of it because it was the only means available to her of concealing her iden- 
tity and evading the relentless persecution that has been imposed on her by 
the government of her native land, headed by Gen Jorge Videla. 


A committee comprised of legal professionals closely associated with the de- 
fense of human rights in Colombia met immediately, upon learning that the 
woman in question claimed to have the status of a political refugee. Accord- 
ing to statements made by the defender of the accused, Dr Antonio Jose Can- 
cino, they will attempt to prove to the Colombian authorities that the con- 
cealment of the true identity of an individual is a perfect example of a 
"state of necessity,” and that, consequently, such conduct cannot be regard- 
ed as a violation of penal law, owing to the lack of illegality in the action. 


In an attempt to prove his client's status as a political refugee, former 
magistrate Cancino requested that the trial judge take testimony from several 
individuals widely known in the country, so that they might tell what they 
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Argentine dictatorship with respect to its political opponents. 


Those due to appear before the 82d judge include the author Gabriel Garcia 
Marquez, former Foreign Minister Alfredo Vasquez Carrizusa, Dre Apolinar Diaz 
Callejos, Fablo Lozano Simonelli, Luis Guillermo Sorzano, Carlos Bula and 
Clara Nieto Ponce de Leon, and theater director Fanny Mickey, 


The investigatory proceedings took place last Friday, and it is possible that 
the trial official will determine the legal status of the lady in question 
early this week, 


incorrigible Antimilitarist 


Nora Clapponi had to flee from Argentina, as several thousand of her fellow 
cvuntrymen have also, in order to evade the repressive action imposed there 
on those who disagree with the government's views. 


The woman who has now taken refuge in volombia was a member of Coneress and 
president of the Socialist Workers Party, a political entity which nominated 
her, together with Juan Calos Coral, for the vice-presidency of the Argentine 
Republic. 


On that occasion, as on so many others, her belligerent spirit and marked 
antimilitariet tendency surfaced. Following are some of the statements 
made by her: 


"We do not want women to be clowns holding the caps of the generals. Rather, 
we want the working women in our country to be capable of removing the caps 
from the generals, and removing the idlers from the factories and the land. 

We want, and this is one of the purposes of my candidacy, to prove to all 
working women that they should not be the moral support helping the employers, 
restraining their male comrades and often leading them to slaughter in order 
to support the household. We want to prove to the working woman that she 
must play a fundamental role, not only encouraging her male comrade to strug- 
gle, but also demonstrating, beside her male comrade, that she is capable of 
fighting just like the workers of our country." 


As has been noted, the only charge against Nora Ciapponi is the fact that she 
wes found to have a forged passport. 


Similarity to Uruguayans 


The case of the Argentine woman is somewhat similar to that of the Uruguayans 
Juan Victor Vivanco Reyes, Olga Neida Gonzalez Souza and Sergio Roman Betarte 
Benitez, the difference being that the latter were accused of having served 
as advisers to M-19 [19 April Movement]. 




















At tireat, the authorities accused them, apparently with sufficient grounds, 
ot having been members of the notorious, though now defunct, "Tupamaros 
National Liberation Movement," which gave the Uruguayan authorities so much 
trouble, However, eveu though this might have been true, the officials con- 
ducting the trial against M-19 had to admit that, in the summary proceedings, 
there was not sufficient evidence to warrant keepong Vivanco and Gonzalez 
Souza in jail for insurrection or other related crimes. For this reason, 
they had to be turned over to the 22d superior court judge, attorney Hilda 
Cortes Gomez, who issued a warrant for their arrest for misrepresentation, 
inasmuch as they admitted that forged passports and identity cards had been 
found in their possession. They also claimed that this was the only way of 
leaving Argentina, where they had settled, because they risked being captured 
by the Uruguayan authorities, who make constant raids there. 


As for Sergio Betarte, he will continue to be tried at a court-martial, be- 
cause he has been accused of having participated in the kidnapping of former 
Ambassador Miguel de German Rivon, The three Uruguayans are receiving profes- 
sional assistance from Prof Luis Carlos Perez and attorney Arturo Fuquene 
Macias. 


The latter harshly criticized the attorney general of the nation, Dr Guiller- 
mo Gonzalez Charry, for the statements that he made at the beginning of the 
trial concerning the alleged association of those three individuals with M-19 
activities. 


He said: "The attorney general hastened to condem them publicly. However, at 
the end of 19 months, we succeeded in proving that they were innocent and 
that, therefore, human rights have been violated and are still being violated 
in Colombia."

POLL REVEALS 60.7% OF THOSE INTERVIEWED SUPPORT FIGUEIREDO 
Rio de Janeiro 0 GLOBO in Portuguese 2 Aug 80 p 4 


[Text] Brasilia (0 GLOBO)--A survey conducted by the 
IBOPE [Brazilian Public Opinion and Statistics Insti- 
tute] in 15 capitals, on a contract from the Secretariat 
of Mass Cummunications, Office of the President of the 
Republic, revealed that 60.7 percent of the 5,300 
individuals questioned had confidence in President Joao 
Figueiredo, whereas only 46.6 percent had confidence in 
the current cabinet. Figueiredo was satisfied with 
the results, at least to the extent that they related 
directly to him, Mass Communications Minister Said 
Farhat revealed yesterday, although "some data" did 
leave him worried. 


Simple Questions 


In commenting on the results of the survey, Minister Said Farhat said that 
"the decisions which the president is going to make are based on his esti- 
mate of each particular situation." 


"The survey was not conducted in an effort to manage or induce some action 
by the government but simply to provide information for the government 
through a public opinion survey." 


Questions were drafted by SECOM [Mass Communications Secretariat] itself 
and covered the political, economic, and social areas. Only voters were 
interviewed. 


A portion of the survey results was revealed yesterday. Next week, further 
data will be disclosed. According to Farhat, the administration intends to 
conduct similar surveys at least four times per year, with questions which 
will make it possible--following the example of the United States--to keep 
tabs on "the popularity and public acceptance curve of the Figueiredo 
administration." 





"In the United States--a country which is characterized by constantly 
conducting public opinion surveys--they are recording the highest or low- 
est points of approval regarding the position of the president of the re- 
public, But that does not mean that he is forced to resign when the curve 
reaches a low point." 


Major Indexes 


According to Minister Said Farhat, the most expressive results came in 
response to the question: "Do you have confidence in the actions of the 
presiden. of the republic?" The answer was "yes" from 60.7 percent; 39.3 
percent gaid "no."" The highest index for this manifestation of confidence 
came from Teresina with 86,3 percent, Next came Maceio with 83.3 percent, 
Belem with 79.7 percent, Natal with 78.7 percent, Cuiaba with 73.7 percent, 
Rio de Janeiro with67.8 percent and Recife with 65.8 percent. The index 
fell below 50 percent only in Belo Horizonte; exactly 49.3 percent of the 
responses revealed confidence in the actions of the president of the 
republic. 


Minister Said Farhat called attention to the statistics for Florianop lis 
where there had been some incidents during the visit by President Figueiredo, 
There 60 percent expressed confidence in what he was doing. 


"I commented to the president," Farhat revealed, "that what I had always 
been thinking had now been confirmed, that is to say, that the vents in 
Florianopolis had been rather superficial, something done by a small group, 
a small organized opinion group." 


Cabinet and Administration 


"Do you have confidence in the action of the ministers?" With only two 
options--yes or no--the positive response was 45.6 percent among the inter- 
viewees. The highest index came from Teresina with 80.3 percent, followed 
by Maceio with 67 percent and Belen with 63 percent. The lowest came from 
Belo Horizonte with 37.4 percent, Sao Paulo with 39 percent, and Salvador 
with 42.5 percent. 


Noting that, in the 18-24 age group, the confidence index in the president 
reach 57.3 percent, Farhat said that Figueiredo's credibility is recognized 
uniformly, "regardless of age, sex, or social class." The lowest index 
came in the 25-29 age group with 56.2 percent and the highest came in the 
50 and over age group with 68.2 percent. 


Direct Elections 


No less than 84,6 percent of those questioned were in favor of electing 
the governors next time by direct vote; 9.9 percent were in favor of in- 
direct voting and only 5.5 percent did not express any opinion or said that 
they did not know how to answer that question. 








"Do you believe that the democratic opening will continue?" Those who 
believed that it would--56.6 percent--constituted more than twice the 
number who believed that it will not and they amounted to 25.2 percent. 
The "'on't knows" came to 18.3 percent. 


fhe majority of those interviewed think that Brazil will attain "a satis- 
faccory level of democracy" under the Figueiredo administration (26.2 
percent) or after the Figueiredo administration (30.5 percent). But 30 
percenc simply believe that "Brazil will not attain a satisfactory level 
of democracy." 


"The responses, as we all can see," Farhat commented, “are definitely 
positive: almost 5/7 percent think that Brazil will attain that democracy, 
either under the administration of President Figueiredo or after him." 


Right-Wing Democracy 


Minister Said Farhat was surprised that among five choices--left-wing, 
center-left, center, center-right, and right-—-concerning "the democracy 
most suitable to Brazil," preference was given to "right-wing democracy” 
with 24.3 percent, followed by "center democracy with 14 percent; the 
majority, 34.8 percent, expressed no opinion." 


"TI want to remind you here," Farhat observed, "that the concepts of right- 
wing and left-wing are highly subjective. What is left-wing to one person 
is not the same thing to everybody else, The question however was asked 
in an effort to get a response based on the feelings of each individual." 


Those who responded "don't know” according to Farhat constitute "a very 
important expression” since "politically that would se the area to be won 
over by the contenders." He denied that the question was so worded as to 
produce responses that could serve to spell out the future policy of the 
PDS [Social Democratic Party]. 


Party Reorganization and Trips 


The party reorganization carried out in the Figueiredo administration, 
according to Farhat, received "geod approval," with 9.5 percent feeling 
that it was excellent, 28.9 percent thinking that it was good, and 32.4 
percent saying that it was fair. 


The president's international trips were considered "very important for 
Brazil" by 43.1 percent of those questioned and "important for the presi- 
dent only" by 27.7 percent. 


This situation--Farhat said--introduces the idea that those questioned 
broadly supported Brazil's current foreign policy of which the prestdential 
trips are a reflection. 




















Survey 


Eight urban areas--Greater Sao Paulo, Greater Rio de Janeiro, Greater Belo 
Horizonte, Greater Porto Alegre, Curitiba, Salvador, Greater Recife, and 
Brasilia--each supplied 400 interviewees. The cities of Florianopolis, 
Goiania, Culaba, Maceio, Natal, Teresina and Belem completed the survey 
field with 300 interviewees, each. 


The purpose of the public opinion survey, according to the minister, was 

to determine the opinion of the people about the Figueiredo administration 
as well as the behavior, attitudes, and expectations of the Brazilian 

people regarding the "facts and issues of the administration and the economy, 
as well as social, political, and election issues." 


The sample was arranged by sex, age, field of activity, and election dis- 
trict. For purposes of tabulation, the variables of sex, social-economic 
class, age, and field of activity were adopted. 


The cost of the survey--conducted in June and tabulated in July--came to 
4 million cruzeiros. 


According to Minister Said Farhat, the next surveys will contain a smaller 
number of questions. 


"These questions are designed to determine public opinion and the public 
needs to know the results," the minister said. 


President's Actions 


Confidence in the president of the republic was greater among men ( 61.8 percent) 
than among women (59.6). As far as the field of activity of interviewees 
was concerned, it reached its highest level among unemployed (69.7 percent) 
and its lowest level among those who are in the service and communications 
sector (55.9 percent).

Confidence in the opening is greater among men (57.3 percent) than among 
women (55.8 percent). It greater in class "C" (59.9 percent) than in 
classes "A, B" (55.9 percent) and "D" (53). Broken down by activities of 
those interviewed, the highest response was obtained among persons active 
in agriculture, public administration, and students (57.8 percent).

The strongest support for direct election of governors was found in class 
"D" with 85.7 percent. On the basis of an age breakdown, the highest 
index waa discovered in the 30-39 age group with 86.1 percent of those 
questioned being in favor of a direct vote. Next comes the 18-24 age 
group with 86,1 percent.

Confidence in the ministers is higher among women (47.3 percent) than among 
men (44.1 percent). It is higher in clase "D" (53 percent) than in "C”

Miniaterse 


Minister of Justice Ibrahim Abi-Ackel: "What the survey revealed is a 
judgment which the ministers must take into account in order to improve 
thetr performance. The results constitute definite proof of the prestige 
of President Figueitedo and even further proof that the nation recognizes 
hie efforts to have a good administration. This is encouraging; it ex- 
presses popular support of the upmost importance so that President 
Figueiredo can properly complete his term of office." 


Finance Minister Ernane Galveas: "Considering the difficult situation the 
country is facing, one could not expect the result of the survey to be 
entirely favorable. But there was greater understanding for the action 
taken by the administration in the economic area. The severest critics-- 
such as Maria da Conceicao Tavares, Carlos Lessa, and Antonio Castro-- 
expressed their agreement with a good part of our economic and financial 
policies. The situation is difficult all over the world. In spite of 
difficulties, production continues to grow in Brazil. Agriculture has 
been greatly stimulated. Exporte went up 35 percent. This definitely 
called for a vote of confidence since the administration is making an 
effort in all areas to overcome these difficulties." 


Transportation Minister Eliseu Rezende: "As s member of the cabinet, it 

is very difficult for me to comment on this portion of the survey. But the 
fact that 60.7 percent of the persons interviewed had confidence in 
President Figueiredo is a formidable manifestation." 


Labor Minister Murilo Macdeo: "I do not intend to answer any questions on 
a survey which has not yet been completely and officially released. The 
only thing I can say, the only thing I know is that the president has 
complete confidence in his advisors. If that were not so, he would already 
have taken the initiative in making changes in the cabinet." 


Foreign Relations Minister Saraiva Guerreiro: "The figures revealed by the 
survey are positive because we find that there is a high degree of under- 
standing for the effort made by President Figueiredo in assuring better 
living conditions for the Brazilian people within a program of political 
opening. The support for the president becomes more significant as we 
consider the fact that the international economic system is going through 
an extremely difficult time." 
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Mase Communications Minister Said Farhat: "The survey data do no: indicate 
to the president that there is any need for any change in iie cabinet, The 
results regarding the miniatry as such are not the reflection of a policy 
which, designed to preserve the president's image, would leave the ministry 
xposed to criticiem, That would mean presuming a propaganda-oriented 
attitudes-and that is precisely what SECOM has with relation to President 
Figueiredo," 


Government 


Jose Sarney, Chairman, PDS: "As for opinions on the cabinet, the results 
are quite natural; they reveal the gap existing between the adoption and 
the execution of measures, the vacuum between these two points, and popular 
anxiety concerning measures adopted, In a survey, one cannot generalize 
nor particularize. In addition, concerning the cabinet, the universe 
investigated ts rather broad, including more than 20 persons. Naturally, 
some perform better than others, many times due to circumstantial factors. 
I do not believe that a ministerial reform would be justified on the basis 
of this survey precisely because, in a presidential system, the things 
that are done wrong and the things that are done right are the responsi- 
bility of the president and only he can keep his direct aides in office 

or replace them. The survey revealed recognition for the efforts made by 
President Figueiredo in handing his democratic design. It shows above 

all that the nation understands the current difficulties and it expresses 
popular support, as well as confidence in the ideas and actions of the 
president." 


Nelson Marchezan. PDS leader in the Chamber: "The survey reveals the con- 
fidence of the Brazilian people in the opening conducted by Pres ident 
Figueiredo. This means that we are on the right track, that the people 
understands the administration's objectives. The survey does not bring 
out any popular distrust regarding the cabinet but instead underscores 
the greater prestige of the chief of the nation. It is necessarily true 
that the highest prestige and the highest demonstration of confidence 
should center on the president of the republic. The survey reveals a 
rejection of forms of extremism although the majority preferred not to 
pick any specific option.” 


Jarbas Passarinho, PDS leader in the Senate: "The survey on the government 
shows that the vast majority of the people supports the action of President 
Figueiredo although at the same time it does not have confidence in the 
actions of his ministers. That is the same as saying that the king is 
doing well but that he is poorly advised. It is impossible however to 
come up with an estimate of the cabinet since it is made up of almost a 
score of members. And a cabinet reform would not solve Brazil's problems. 
We are going through a serious economic crisis of international propor- 
tions and a simple swap of ministers would not resolve our difficulties. 
If, by chance, the cabinet were to be replaced, a survey with 4 or 5 
months would reveal the same dissatisfaction." 














Opposition 


Thales Ramalho, PP [People's Party) leader in the Chamber: "I cannot help 
but be rather suspicious of the type of question asked, The responses 
reveal confidence in the president of the republic and displeasure with 
his cabinet. This would seem to show that the people have confidence in 
the president but not in the administration and that is a contradiction, 
in my opinion, if the administration were really interested in finding 
out what the Brazilian people think, the most efficient survey would be 
the elections.” 


Senator Teotonio Vilela (PMDB [Party of the Brazilian Democratic Movement }- 
AL. [Alagoas)): "The mere fact that this survey was managed by SECOM already 
raises doubt in my mind. What we learned regarding the president is that 
he has not been popular. When | was in Sao Paulo, with Governor Paulo 
Maluf, there were hoots and jeering. A bitter debate broke out: the 
president's group thought that the demonstrations were directed against 

the governor and viceversa,." 


Freitas Nobre, PMDB leader in the Chamber: "If the president picked his 
ministers and if they have lost so much prestige, this is a signal that the 
president's standing is not as good as revealed by the survey.” 


Mario Covas, chairman, PMDB, Sao Paulo: "The administration is not made up 
of a single person. It consists of a group of political positions which 
in this case seem to have been the object of judgment.” 


Cesar Cals Has More Prestige in Ceara 


Fortaleza (O GLOBO)--Minister of Mining and Energy Cesar Cals heads the 
list of politicians with the highest prestige in the State of Ceara looking 
ahead to the 1982 elections according to a public opinion survey released 
yesterday by the Gallup Institute. 


Governor Virgilio Tavora, pointed out as a strong force in the party in 
power, shows up in second place, with Senator Mauro Benevides of PMDB, 
taking third place. 


Surprise 


The placement of Federal Deputy Antonio Morais, without party affiliation, 
in fourth position was considered a surprise because he came in ahead of 
the probable PP candidate in the next gubernatorial elections, that is, 
Federal Deputy Figueiredo Correia. Deputy Chagas Vasconcelos, a defeated 
candidate for the Senate, showed up in fifth place. Former governor 
Adauto Bezerra wound up in seventh place, rather surprisingly after Mayor 
Lucio Alcantara. Deputy Figueiredo Correia shows up among the first nine 
names. 
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fhe thing that surprised political observers was the standing of Minister 
Cesar Cale: considered the weakest link in the team put together by hin, 
with Virgilio and Adauto, he wae able to win 41.8 percent of the votes

[Text] The government acknowledges that it is doing well in the political 
field and poorly in the economic and financial field: 


"Things are not going well in the economy and in finances," says a Planalto 
Palace spokesman. And he recalls the phrase with which President Figueiredo 
recently announced that the nation would be entering a war economy: “Those 
who did not wish to, did not believe." 


And if there were any doubt, there is the inflation rate of almost 8 percent 
[monthly] that doesn't let anyone lie. The latest public-opinion poll made 
by order of Planalto Palace, and revealed by it, concludes that President 
Figueiredo is very popular, but his cabinet is unpopular. 


The government decided to cut into its own fat, having the CDE [Economic 
Development Council] reduce direct imports by $1.1 billion and indirect im- 
ports by $3.9 billion to be made this year by state enterprises, besides re- 
ducing their investments by 109.7 billion cruzeiros, restricting the increase 
of their shor-term debt, prohibiting hiring new personnel by the ministries, 
government agencies and foundations until the end of this year. 


At the next meeting of the Economic Development Council it will approve a 
series of measures to regulate and restrict use of motor vehicles in the 
public sector, curtail travel and relocation of personnel, drastically re- 
duce foreign travel and end acquisition of employee housing and vehicles. 
Each ministry will have to submit a list of measures to be adopted immedi- 
ately to reduce official expenditures on such items. 


OPEC put its foot on our jugular. We are looking at that. Each time their 


ministers meet they shake the foundations of the Western World. In responce 
to the escalation of oil prices, only three alternatives remain: 
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1. Find the money to pay for the oil, 
2. Economize to the maximum every drop bought from the cartel, 
3, Reduce consumption or replace it by alternative sources, 


Public opinion is afraid of the word “recession.” But the truth is that we 
cannot perform a surgical operation without shedding blood, to adopt a suit- 
able phrase of Ambassador Roberto Campos, But what is recession? 


For .ome, recession is negative progress, less than zero. For others it 
would be a reduction of 1 to 2 percent in the current growth of PIB [Gross 
Domestic Product], which is now 6 percent a year, 


The truth is that the countr: cannot manage to enter a recession, despite 
the great effort made in that direction. The nation is not dying, unbe- 
lievers and pessimists notwithstanding. It will survive this crisis, just 
as it survived and overcame equally serious crises in the past. 


Politically, this is the year for constructing new parties. The actual 
participants in the process may not realize the importance of current 
events. But 15 or 20 years from now Brazilians will want to know what hap- 
pened in 1980 and what were the details of creating the PDS [Social Demo- 
cratic Party], the PMDB [Brazilian Democratic Mobilization Party], the PTD 
[expansion unknown], the PTB [Brazilian Labor Party], the PP [Popular 
Party} and the PT [Workers Party}. 


It happens that the government was surprised at the surge of parliamentary 
maneuvers that were not foreseen or planned for. 


A very typical example of such maneuvers is the so-called Flavio Marcilio 
Amendment, which restores to Congress several prerogatives taken over in 
the past by the executive branch. After several advances and reverses the 
amendment was finally introduced in Congress and began being processed. 


This amendment caught the government by surprise, and it tried to adapt to 
it quickly: Justice Minister Ibrahim Abi-Ackel, who, with Minister Golbery 
do Couto e Silva and Prof Heitor Ferreira, are the political center of the 
executive branch, believes negotiations with the congressmen are going very 
well. In a series of meetings with congressional leaders they reached some 
conclusive decisions, after meetings between Minister Abi-Ackel, senators 
Jose Sarney and Jarbas Passarinho and deputies Nelson Marchezan and Prisco 
Viana. 


There Will Not Be Municipal Elections This Year 


One thing is certain on the part of Planalto Palace: there will not be 
municipal elections in November of this year. Official strategists waited 
anxiously for 15 May, when the period ended for establishing eligibility to 
run for office and for organizing directorates with a view to the election 
6 months later, on 15 November. 
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As this period expired without these requirements having been met, they 
breathed a sigh of relief: although Senator Tancredo Neves now talks about 
a new deadline, 17 August, official advisers believe that time has expired 
and now the opposition must choose extension of terms for current mayors and 
municipal councilmen or elso direct intervention in the 4,000 Brazilian 
municipalities, 


Extension was & weapon that Planalto Palace guarded carefully to be thrown 
on the negotiating table as soon as the 15 May deadline passed, Because 

the opposition, which controls the government of hundreds of municipalities, 
would like these mayors and councilmen to remain in office rather than lose 
them to new interventors who, with the exception of Governor Chagas Freitas, 
will be chosen by PDS governors, 


Extension is, moreover, considered a shrewd way of solving the problem of 
this year's municipal elections, especially because it is a solution that 
will come from Congress, which has the sole right to legislate the duration 
of electoral mandates. 


The opposition has always thought the government alone would not be able to 
force Congress to approval the Anisio de Souza Amendment which makes this 
extension possible. But PDS congressmen a few days ago received additional 
support considered significant and almost decisive: that of the Association 
of Brazilian Mayors, which was in Brasilia to pledge full support for the 
Anisio de Souza Amendment. Although this delegation of the association in- 
cluded only PDS mayors, it hopes that mayors of opposition parties, inter- 
ested mainly in spending 2 more yearg in office, will join them, 


It can be argued in opposition to this extension that it will result in 
more terms of office expiring in 1982, with the confusion that would arise 
in the minds of the electorate having to vote for two senators and their 
respective alternates, a federal deputy, a state deputy, a governor and 
lieutenant governor, a mayor and vice mayor and municipal councilman all at 
the same time, With the number of parties existing in the multiparty sys- 
tem and the possibility of adopting various subparties for each of these, 
one can imagine the number of options the elector will have inside the 
voting booth. 


Advocates of extension reply that it will add only three more votes--for 
mayor, vice mayor and councilman--to the choices already expected for 
15 November 1982. 


The opposition has always felt that the government would not be strong 
enough to simply decree extended terms for 4,000 mayors and 60,000 council- 
men nationwide, The effort is greatly reduced in this case by the mere ap- 
proval by Congress of the Anisio de Souza Amendment. 





It is believed the government fears the electoral erosion which extension 
will cause in the 15 November 1982 election, when these 4,000 mayors, by 
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then considered bionic and belonging in the vast majority to the PDS, will 
not have sufficient electoral backing to lead the government party to a 
resounding victory, 


Political Prospects for Next Year 


In regard to political prospects for next year, the government intends to 
wait first for approval by Congress of the Abi-Ackel Amendment which re- 
estavlishes direct elections for governor in 1982, 


When this amendment is approved it will result in e new situation that will 
facilitate introduction of additional electoral changes: 


1, Mixed voting by district, with some of the new deputies elected by pro- 
portional voting and the rest chosen by districts, 


2. Introduction of subparties for majority choice of senator, governor and 
mayor. 


3, Straight-ticket voting, in which the voter may not vote for candidates 
of different parties. 


These three matters are intentionally being left for the 1981 political year. 


The government is perfectly aware that, to the degree it proceeds with lib- 
eralization, it will be losing strength, although maintaining control of 
the PDS, which becomes heir to authority lost by the president of the re- 
public, through abolition of Al-5 [Institutional Act No 5], return of the 
exiles, political amnesty, freedom of the press and organization of new 
parties. 


The Planalto spokesman concluded his comments by saying that the opposition 
expresses an intentional and tactical pessimism: 


“After all, opposition leaders cannot and must not be optimistic, because 
optimism would be equivalent to acknowledging that political liberalization, 
of which they are the great beneficiaries, is coming along very well, thank 
you."

PRESENT HIGH COMMAND TO BE ALMOST TOTALLY REPLACED IN 1981

[Text] Brasilia--The Army High Command will be almost completely replaced 
next year, Nine of the 10 four-star generals who make up the top brass of 
the Army will be leaving active service, most for having completed 12 
years as general officers. President Figueiredo finds himself with the 
possibility of having an “absolutely loyal" High Command, as he can hand- 
pick the nine generals who will fill the highest post in the service, 


The altercation that occurred between former President Geisel and his for- 
mer Army minister, Silvio Frota, made evident the importance of having loyal 
generals leading the troops. 


But, really, what importance does the High Command have? What is its po- 
litical influence in government decisiohs? Does the High Command impose 

its will? Does it make decisions? Can it at times control the president 

of the republic? Can it express its discontent and recommend what it con- 
siders the proper paths? There are those who impart an unlimited political 
influence to the High Command, extending the great influence it exerts in 
the institutional framework to the frontiers of power, in national decisions, 
and there are even those who confuse it with revolutionary power itself. 


Costa's Succession 


The Army High Command has been in existence since 1953. It was established 
in the Getulio Vargas government. It spent 16 years fulfilling the duties 
assigned it in Army Regulations: studying matters relative to military 
strategy and choosing candidates for promotion to general-officer rank, 
meeting always on the initiative of the army minister and never making 
decisions. 


It emerged from the shadows in the Costa e Silva government, according to 
the report of important military sources: "The former president was intel- 
lectually dead, unable to perform his duties. He was a president and a 
revolutionary, who 1 year earlier had signed Institutional Act No 5. Brazil 
--it could have been no other way--was at the height of authoritarianism." 
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The three foreseeable solutions, the sources relate, pointed in distinct 
directions: "The first would be that of enthroning the then president: 
having him reign and not govern, the solution desired by the group closest 
to him, by Gen Jaime Portela and by his family. Second would be armed 
intervention and the third path, the solution of the liberals, would be 
letting Pedro Aleixo remain in office, 


"The Army High Command met,"' the source continues, “and decided that the 
Pedre Aleixo alternative would not be acceptable under any circumstances, 
So it went to the second solution: to think of someone capable of suc- 
ceeding Costa e Silva, For the first time in history, at a time of a 
power vacuum, in a revolutionary situation, the High Command chose the 
next president." 


The Choice of Medici 


Orlando Geisel, then army minister, asserts another important source, 
“could have forced the issue in his favor and taken over the government, 
but he chose not to. He had some health problems and, in fact, thought 
his brother Ernesto, then on the Superior Military Court, was better 
qualified for statesmanship. Orlando wanted Ernesto to be president, 
Ernesto, however, was conValescing from a pancreas infection. Thin and 
hospitalized, he could not serve the immediate purposes of the High Command. 
Orlando then maneuvered toward the choice falling on Medici, who impressed 
him well and became considered the ideal solution. He had access to the 
"Castelist' wing--although he did not take to Golberi--and also to the 
*Costistas,' as he had the support of the family and of the group closest 
to Costa e Silva." 


From that point on, the High Command began returning to the shadows, 
mainly because "Orlando was a strong army minister, had control of the 
situation and affinity with President Medici, former head of the SNI [Na- 
tional Intelligence Service], liked by ail the 'Costistas.' Passage of the 
government from Medici to Geisel did not cause any mobilization of the High 
Command, Relations between Ernesto and Medici were not so bad as is 
thought, but Medici was really a friend of Orlando." 


Geisel's Turn 


President Geisel took over and, as the end of his administration approached, 
disagreements with his army minister increased. "Geisel tried to appoint 
as army minister an insignificant man who would let him retain effective 
control of the troops. Minister Silvio Frota, ‘inflated’ with his position, 
began to create problems for him. They hadno affinity whatever. Frota 
tried to seek support from the army chiefs and other members of the High 
Command. But President Geisel, working at his side, retained control and 
did not permit it. This time there was no power vacuum, but a complete 
filling of it by President Geisel. The High Command withdrew further 

into the shadows where it pursued its true military functions," 
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Road Back 


Once again the High Command did not participate in choosing Ernesto 
Geisel's successor, other than to give Figueiredo a fourth star, "It 

was @ personal choice and when Geisel felt threatened when Frota tried to 
turn the tables, he dismissed him. He chose his successor of his own free 
will, and in the Hugo Abreu and Euler Bentes episodes the High Command was 
assigned an importance it had only once, at a moment when the Revolution's 
most difficult period was approaching, in which guerrilla warfare was be- 
ginning and there was a power vacuum, All the assurance Geisel possessed, 
however, did not prevent him, at the time of Frota's dismissal, from having 
the army generals picked up at the airport and brought to a meeting at 
Planalto Palace: assurance died of old age." 


Without a Trace 


In the Figueiredo government, "there are no more traces of the High Command's 
undemocratic period, Since the Medici government the High Command has been 
meking the return trip to the silence of the barracks, As a result of 
strong army ministers and equally strong presidents, the High Command has 
no political power. It is worth remembering: the High Command comes onto 
the national scene at a time of power vacuum, It emerges due to an ex- 
ceptional situation, at a unique moment in history which, with political 
liberalization and a strong army minister, belongs increasingly to the 
past," 


The Future Command 


Barring an unforeseen event, President Figueiredo's future High Command 
should be made up of the following general officers, according to important 
military sources: Antonio Ferreira Marques, Hermann Bérgovist, Alacir 
Frederico Werner, Heitor Furtado Arnizaut de Matos, Tulio Chagas Nogueira, 
Helio Galdino Martins, Heitor Luis Gomes de Almeida, Rosalvo Eduardo Jansen, 
Henrique Beckmann, Enio Gouvea dos Santos and Sergio de Ari Pires. Two of 
them will probably serve in other capacities as well, one of them on the 
Armed Forces General Staff and the other in IMBEL (Ordnance Industry).

SAO PAULO PMDB SENATOR FRANCO MONTORO INTERVIEWED

[Interview with Sao Paulo PMDB [Brazilian Democratic Mobilization Party] 
Senator Franco Montoro by Haroldo Hollanda: “Liberalization Without Vote 
Is Democracy Without People’; date and place of interview not given] 


[Text] Sao Paulo Senator Franco Montoro, in an exclusive 
interview with MANCHETE, comments on various aspects of 
national events, from liberalization to the economic out- 
look. Montoro seriously believes that the 1982 guberna- 
torial elections will be held on the scheduled date. He 
contends that it would be "a serious affront" to doubt 
the word of the president of the republic. The Sao Paulo 
senator regards restablishment of direct elections essen- 
tial, asserting that "liberalization without voting is 
democracy without people." Regarding the difficult eco- 
nomic situation the nation is passing through, Montoro 
insists that the first step in solving it is election of 
their own leaders by the people. As long as technocrats 
remain in charge there will be no solution. 


[Question] What did you think of the pope's recent visit to Brazil? Did 
he encourage or did he put restrictions on certain of the Church's positions 
in our country? 


[Answer] It is clear that his express reference to the Puebla document and 
his preference for direct contact with the people confirmed the decision of 
the Church in Latin America to side with the poor. Moreover, the response 
of Bishop Karol Wojtyla in Poland to the tragic experiences of hie nation, 
with Nazi invasion on one hand and Russian domination on the other, pro- 
foundly affected his conduct, always on the side of the Polish workers, 
students and intellectuals who made the Church the great center of resis- 
tance in defense of human rights and the struggle for freedom and justice. 


[Question] Within the context of current Brazilian political prospects, do 


you think an understanding between the government and the opposition is 
feasible? 
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l[Anewer! Understanding is always desirable. But it will be feasible only 
if there is a clear decision for an effective democratic liberalization 
that returne to the Bragilian people the right to decide their own destiny. 


[Question) How do you view the government of President Joao Figueiredo’? 


l[Anewer| [ts strongest point is communication, in which it has managed to 
mike the former commanding general of the SNI [National Intelligence Ser- 
vice) 4 popular personality. But when it comes to solutions, the govern- 
ment has not yet made the right moves, In the political field, after the 
amnesty initiative and a degree of press freedom, the government has been 
seriously compromised by the idea of extending municipal terms of office 
and postponing elections. Liberalization without voting is democracy 
without people. in the economic field, the results have been disastrous: 
the foreign debt is over $60 billion, the trade-balance deficit is worsen- 
ing and the inflationary process is reaching the unbearable rate of 100 per- 
cent a year. And the violence committed in the intervention and the police 
measures applied in the ABC [referring to industrial sections of Santo 
Andre, Sao Bernardo do Campo and Sao Caetano do §ul] represent negative 
aspects. The insistence upon inflexible continuation of a nuclear program 
without the knowledge of the people, the Congress and the scientific com- 
munity constitutes a portrait of authoritarianism, despite words to the 
contrary. 





[Question] Do you consider direct elections for governor in 1982 inviolable? 
Or do you think threats to their being held remain in tue air? 


‘The Opposition Has Made Many Suggestions’ 


[Answer] After the categorical and repeated statements by the president of 
the republic and his initiative in sending Congress the constitutional 
amendment, it would be a serious affront to the head of the government to 
suggest the possibility of another reversal. Moreover, the poor results of 
the bionic choice of governors suggest that those in power should not 
stretch the people's patience. 


[Question] Does the Brazilian opposition consider the amendment about 
legislative prerogatives a significant advance for Congress in recovering 
its lost powers? Is it possible that the government and the opposition can 
reach an understanding regarding that proposed amendment? 


[Answer] The opposition believes it is essential to assure basic legisla- 
tive prerogatives to the National Congress, the legislative assemblies and 
the municipal chambers. As yet there has been no specific understanding 
with the opposition. And, unfortunately, the incident of the Senate CPI 
{Congressional Investigating Committee] on nuclear energy created a critical 
situation of disrespect toward an instrument of congressional surveillance, 
the traditional prerogative of the opposition. The constitution itself 
establishes that the CPI is called automatically by vote of one-third of the 
members of either house of Congress. In refusing the opposition--which 
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represents more than one-third of the Senate--the right to investigate spe- 
citie tacts, the government majority disregarded one of the legislative 
prerogatives, 


[Question] Ln your opinion, could the Joao Cunha episode lead to a political 
controntation between the executive and legislative branches? 


[Answer| The government and its party, which did not permit investigation 
of the responsibilities of a public employee who, in an extensive document, 
seriously wounded the dignity of Brazilian senators, scientists and indus- 
trialists, have no authority to bring proceedings against a congressman for 
excessive language, 


[Question] Don't you think that party reform made holding municipal elec- 
tions this year unfeasible? 


[Anewer| Municipal elections can and should be held this year. This is 
what the constitutional provision purports and stipulates. Existence of 
other laws to the contrary does not prevent the constitutional rule from 
prevailing. Existing ambiguities and omissions must be interpreted ac- 
cording to the legal standard as expressed in the Civil Code, which estab- 
lishes that where the law is silent cases will be resolved according to 
analogy, precedent and general principles of law. Provisional municipal 
commissions of each party can thus call municipal conventions to choose 
-andidates for mayor and councilmen and then have them registered by a 
local court. In case of uncertainty the higher principle must prevail, which 
is that of holding elections in 1980, as determined by the constitution in 
respect to the principle defined in Article |, Paragraph 1: all power 
emanates from the people and will be exercised in their name. This inter- 
pretacion must prevail unless Congress approves, as has been its tradition, 
a special law clearly defining this situation. 


[Question] Do you agree with the kind of criticism Lula, the PT [Workers 
Party) leader, made recently about Brizola and Arraes? 


{Answer} I consider Brizola and Arraes political men of the highest re- 
spectability. 


[Question] And Lula? 


{Answer} Lula is a bona-fide union leader who is now becoming active in 
the partisan political field. 


[Question] President Joao Figueiredo, in a recent speech made in Cuiaba, 
complained that the opposition criticizes the government but does not offer 
solutions or alternatives for the problems we are facing. 


{Answer} The president is wrong. The opposition has made, besides criti- 
ciems, many suggestions about the nation's major problems. I can list some 
of them. In the political field, it must be recalled that concentration of 
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wealtl is the result eof coneentration of power, That ia why we propose de- 
centralization of power through direct election of governors, the president 
of the republic and mayors of state capitals, The people are capable of 
electing their ofttetale and investigating their administrative behavior, 
We propose replacement of the existing bureaucratic centralization in 
Brasilia by @ decentralization that effectively recognizes the autonomy of 
atates and municipalities, It is enough to recall that they are left with 
only 3} percent of the taxes collected in their territories. In the economic 
field, one of the most serious problems has been that of petroleum, the im- 
ports of which cost the country half ite foreign exchange. For solution of 
the energy problem, the PMDB delegation in the Senate has offered the gov- 
ernment and the people a broad program of alternatives, prepared in collab- 
oration with the scientific community. In this program we propose, first, 
rigorous restriction of petroleum imports and consumption and support and 
incentives to alternative energy solutions such as alcohol fuel, coal, 
charcoal, shale, and so forth, In the social field, besides support of 
labor-union autonomy for collective bargaining, the PMDB has fought to 
guarantee stability of employment, a basic principle supported by special- 
ists and workers who call attention to, among others, the Japanese example, 
in which continuity of development is linked to the fact that when the 
Japanese worker enters a factory he stays there the rest of his life. Em- 
ployment stability is one of the secrets of the Japanese miracle. The op- 
position has been proposing solutions for various problems through bills 
that are introduced in the National Congress, but the government prefers to 
systematically reject such proposals and follow technobureaucratic guidance 
committed to the authoritarian model and centralized domination, 


‘It Is the People Who Carry Out Liberalization, Not the Government’ 


{Question} Do you believe the next president of the republic will be another 
military man? Or are there prospects for President Figueiredo's successor 
being a civilian? 


[Answer] The important thing is not the name and profession of the future 
president, but rather the democratic and just character of the government, 


[Question] Do you favor the reunification or merger of all opposition 
forces in one new party? 


[Answer] The essential thing is unity and understanding among the various 
movements of the Brazilian opposition to strengthen the common struggle for 
democratic normalization of our public life and replacement of the current 
centralizing and authoritarian model by a democratic alternative slanted in 
the direction of effective social justice. 


[Question] Aren't you afraid of facing former President Janio Quadros as 
a candidate in 19827 


[Answer] Janio has every right to compete in the election and thus make 
his contribution to the cause of democracy in Brazil. The people will 
render their response and their judgment. 
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[Question] Senator, government sectors frequently accuse you of playing 
the game of the leftiate in Sao Paulo, Is there any basis for such criti- 
ciem? 


[Anewer) I am what | am and not what the government wants me to be. If 
anyone needs to rectify its position it would be the government and not 1, 
To make democratic Liberalization dependent upon a decision of mine is a 
great honor but one | reject. The people, not the government, will carry 
out .iberaligzation in Brazil, And L prefer to listen to the voice of the 
people rather than the murmurings of the government. 


{Question} Doesn't the uncertainty of the international situation disfavor 
countries such as ours? 


[Anewer] One of the most significant characteristics of world development 
in recent decades was the economic and political strengthening of the tri- 
lateral system made up of the United States, the European Community and 
Japan. This strengthening was accompanied by growth of transnational com- 
panies whose economic power makes them one of the most important political 
forces today in the international power structure, The expectation that 
development of the Third World would be facilitated and stimulated by its 
integration with the world economic system was destroyed by the facts. 
Reality has shown that this connection increased dependency to the extent 
that it induced less-developed countries to produce and consume, not what 
their populations needed (food, clothing, shelter, health, schools), but 
what the dominant forces of the international system wanted (automobiles, 
refrigerators, sound systems and television, nonessential consumer goods). 
The impact of this situation resulted in favoring the richest and most 
privileged sectors and the sacrifice of the poorest and most vulnerable 
sectors of the population, Generally this process was carried out under 
the rule of authoritarian political regimes in which suppression of funda- 
mental freedoms favored imposition of economic models that did not corres- 
pond to the real needs of the people. 





Solutions to Change the Picture 
[Question] What are the solutions or roads to take to change this picture? 


{[Anewer] In the political field, replacement of authoritarian regimes by 
democratic forms of participation by the people and intermediate communities 
in decisions of local and national interest. In the economic field, giving 
up development models copied from industrialized centers and their replace- 
ment by models directed toward each country's situation and production of 
goods that meet the people's real needs. In the social field, assure all 
sectors of the population real and equitable participation in the process 
and results of development, In the cultural field, prevent imposition of 
inappropriate values, standards of consumption and technology, respecting 
local characteristics and supporting artistic and technological creativity 
of the people of each region.

GLOCONDO DIAS RETURNS FROM MOSCOW CITING LATTER'S SUPPORT

[Text] Giocondo Dias, the new secretary-general of the Brazilian Communist 
Party, said yesterday, upon his return from a two-month trip to Europe, 
that he found total support, in the Soviet Union and in other countries 
he visited, for the current party line: "We are struggling for peace, for 
liberties, and we think that the people must have a better life. To 
achieve that, you have to have the unfon of all democratic forces," 


Mr Giocondo Dias said that he did not meet with Luis Carlos Prestes while 
he was in Moscow: "There was no need for me to meet with him. Prestes 
should meet with his comrades here, We must resolve our issues here in 
Brazil." He also said that the PCB [Brazilian Communist Party] will 
actively participate "in all democratic events, such as future election 


campaigns, for example." 


Coming from Lisbon, Mr Giocondo Dias arrived at 1000, accompanied by 
Geraldo Rodrigues dos Santos, former federal deputy for Sao Paulo, former 
leader in the port of Santos, today a member of the PCB Central Committee. 
"The fact that Geraldo arrived with me in the same aircraft is a mere 
coincidence. He was in Europe to undergo medical treatment," be commented 
with a slight smile, 


The communist leader was received by Messrs Jose Salles, Luis Tenorio and 
Salomao Malina, all of whom are memhers of the party's Central Committee, 
as well as attorney Humberto Jansea Machado, female state deputy Heloneida 
Studard (PMDB [Party of the Brazilian Democratic Movement]) and her 
daughter Ana. 


Brief and almost monosyllabic in his responses, the PCB secretary-general 
initially tried to argue that the best thing would be “to wait a little 
longer" for a conversation with the newsmen, But he then agreed to answer 
some questions for a few minutes, 


Concerning the contacts which have already Been launched in some states 
for the selection of candidates for the office of governor, he assured his 
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listeners that the communists are partictpating in the process "as well as 
in all other democratic events," 


"We are in favor of the unity of all democratic forces, from the liberals 
all the way to the left. These forces must unite, for example, against 
actions @uch as the latest attacks on the newestands. These events show 
that the right still existe in the country. In addition to that, the 
governur obviously must comply with the law, guaranteeing the right of 
circulation to all existing publications." 


"And what about the Constituent Assembly with Figueiredo?" 


"I am in favor of having a Constituent Assembly in Brazil, an elected one. 

I am not going to discuse with or without whom this is supposed to be done. 
The main thing is that it be elected and that it include the participation 
of all political forces because otherwiee the process will not be democratic. 
I likewise do not accept the idea of discriminating against the communists 
nor am I going to agree to having any such thing done with respect to the 
other currents." 


Mr Giocondo Dias said that he spent little time in Moscow, “no more than 

12 days." He spent most of hie time in Portugal “where the climate is 

more amenable." Concerning the presidential elections in the United 

States and the candidacy of Ronald Reagan, fer the Republic Party, he only 
said that "the communists do not want anybody elected who will make trouble 
for peace." Concerning the recent military movement in Bolivia, he said 
that “we have always been against any kind of coup." 


Before being called by his daughter Ana (Daddy, there are people waiting 
for you at home"), the PCB leader aleo answered a question on the inten- 
tions of the administration to do away with wage adjustments for the 
lowest-income strata: "I am in favor of fighting for higher wages." 
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UNE PREPARES STRIKE FOR SEPTEMBER; UEE ORGANIZES BOYCOTT

[Text] The National Students Union (UNE) intends to stage a national 
3-day strike in September to demand more funds for education and free 
public schooling for all, Assording to its directorate, this was the main 
decision made by the Council of Basic Entities (CONEB), which met at the 
beginning of this month in Rio de Janeiro, 


Decisons 


Besides the decision about the national strike, which the UNE directorate 
claims to be "an important step in unifying the struggles of Brazilian 
students," important decisions were made at the meeting. Prominent among 
them is the campaign for "not one cent more for student fees in the second 
semester,” the tactics of which will be worked out depending on each school's 
situation and will range from making the monthly payment without the increase 
to total boycott. 


To unify the struggle against increased fees, the UNE will conduct at the 
same time the campaign for more funding, setting a goal of 12 percent of 

the federal budget for education. For public schools it wil!’ demand sup- 
plemental funds from MEC (Ministry of Education and Culture], and for private 
schools the struggles will be "for subsidy, for federalization and against 
profit." 


Rio Grande do Sul 


In Rio Grande do Sul the UNE did not recognize either of the two entities 
(the Free VEE [State Students Union] and the DEE [State Students Director- 
ate}]) which claimed to represent Rio Grande do Sul university students. 
The State Students Directorate (DEE) is an entity harnessed to the bureau- 
cratic mechanisms of the Brazilian educational system, while the State 
Students Union (UEE) was freely chosen through direct elections. 


At the last seeting of the Council of General Entities (CONEG) in May of 
this year, the Free DCE [Central Students Directorate] of USP [Sao Paulo 
University] submitted the proposal, taken over by some members of the UNE 








directorate, to the eflect that the two entities not be recognized, The 
situation lasted until the beginning of this month because the Council of 
Basic Entities (CONEB) revoked the CONEG decision and recognized UEE/RS 

[Rio Grande do Sul) as the sole representative of Rio Grande do Sul students, 


National Struggles 


National politics also drew the UNE's attention; CONEB ratified, among 
other., the following proposals; a campaign against cancellation of the 
1980 elections; campaign against the National Security Law; campaign for 
reinstating the cassated labor-union officials; for convening a Constituent 
Assembly; support to the rural struggle for agrarian reform, 





To launch all the struggles (educational and national) approved by CONEB, 
the UNE is calling a meeting of its directorate for 27, 28 and 29 August 
to be held in either Maceio or Salvador. On 30 and 31 August the Council 
of General Entities (CONEG) will meet in the same city. 


VEE Organizes Boycott for Second Semester 


The State Students Union (UEE), through its Mobilization Commissions, began 
discussing the boycott it intends to conduct during the second semester 
"against the increase of up to 25.7 percent in student fees" sanctioned 
recently by MEC,. Based upon the results achieved by the commissions, the 
subject will be discussed again at the Council of State Entities (CEE) meet- 
ing scheduled for 2 and 3 August in the Academic Center of the USP School 

of Medicine, when the mechanics of conducting the boycott of student fees 
will be worked out. 


The URE published a document this week "to the students of private schools" 
in which it repudiates authorization of increases in student fees and 
accuses MEC of "ruining our universities with its irresponsible policy that 
throws on the backs of students the bankruptcy of educational policy." 


Mobilization 


In the same document, after making an evaluation of the boycott conducted 
in the first semester, the UEE warns that this time the students are mobil- 
ized and “will not accept any increase in the second semester," and to 
guarantee the success of the boycott to be launched, the UEE asserts that 
"the students will take to the streets and go on strike, 


"Our union and our mobilization," the UEE asserts, “will not permit our 
right to education and quality teaching to be debauched. Our struggle is 
just and the people are on our side for maintenance and improvement of our 
schools, for establishing the level of 12 percent of the federal budget 
for education," 


Besides the movements to be carried out in the private schools, the UEE is 
to conduct a campaign "for immediate increase of funds" for the three state

universities (USP, UNICAMP [Campinas University] and UNESP [Sao Paulo State 
University|). In a document addressed to students of public schools, the 
VEE blames Governor Paulo Salim Maluf, “whose stubbornness carries to the 
ultimate consequences the policy of bankrupting the universities" and de- 
nounces "the shameless surrender of this property of the people ultimately 
to the multinationals," 


According to the UEE, the alleged shortage of funds “is nothing but a lie 
to cover up the irresponsible policy of the military dictatorship, since 
we are aware of tyrannical projects the government imposes without the 
nation's knowledge and the unbounded corruption rampant in the public 
treasury. 


"We want more funds," the VEE asserts, "to improve our teachers’ working 
conditions; for the laboratories, shops and supplies needed for our prac- 
tical training; for the libraries we don't have; for reopening restaurants 
and dormitories." 


The UEE also warns all students that "either we stop the irresponsible 
policy of the military dictatorshtp or the Paulo Maluf government and MEC 
will take decisive steps to decree the bankruptcy of our universities,"

LIGHT ARMORED VEHICLE TECHNOLOGY TO BE EXPORTED IN 1980

[Text] Sao Paulo--Brazil's light armored vehicle industry in 1980 is to 
export technology to various countries and to firm up the sale of this 
equipment to China which is very much interested in the products of ENGESA 
[Specialized Engineers, Inc]. A United States military mission is also 
conferring with ENGESA in order to explore its products and technology. 
Today, Brazil's light wheeled armored vehicle industry has only one com- 
petitor in the world: similar products turned out by the Soviet Union. 
New prospects are opening up for Brazil in the aviation sector in terms of 
exports with the launching of the T-27 turboprop, a military trainer. There 
is no aircraft of this type for training anywhere in the world and the 
United States today is interested in a new model by EMBRAER [Brazilian 
Aeronautics Company] all of whose technology has been developed in Sao 
Jose dos Campos. In the missile sector we have AVIBRAS, with various 
rockets, including some equipped with meteorological probes. Several 
countries are interested in purchasing missiles from AVIBRAS likewise 
developed on the basis of domestic technology. 


Technological Independence 


Enterprises in the defense sector--such as ENGESA, ENGEX (a subsidiary of 
ENGESA producing cannons, with headquarters in Bahia), Bernardini, 

EMBRAER, AVIBRAS, and other smaller ones--have an obligation to develop 
their own technology so as to make the country independent of foreign 
knowhow. This is the philosophy which the enterprises are following on 
request of the country's military authorities; this was further accentuated 
after the creation of INBEL (War Equipment Industry) which today runs the 
entire arms production sector in Brazil, issuing its performance standards. 


It is difficult to figure out the volume of arms exports by Brazil since 
the enterprises involved cannot reveal any data because the disclosure of 
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statistica would imply the publication of the names of the purchasing 
countries, something which is not permitted, But, through sources in 
Brasilia it was learned that the Middle East is a market with a big po- 
tential not only for the purchase of weapons but also for services (con- 
atruction of barracks and other military installations, concrete shelters, 
etc.). 


ENGESA ia exporting to African and Latin American countries but cannot 
disclose which ones they are. Company president Jose Luis Whitaker is in 
China and will visit other countries on a mission considered strategic. 

A military source confirmed this information, adding that China is very 
interested in purchasing ENGESA products. "This is a very strong interest 
which can even lead to purchases." As for the United States, there has 
been only one conference on the development of ENGESA products. 


The goal of exporting $500 million worth of defense products in 1980 as a 
matter of fact will most likely be topped because there are sales in- 
dependently of those registered in CACEX [Foreign Trade Department]. 


Special Alloys 


Today, with the machinery and projects being developed in Brazil, che 
index of domestically produced defense items comes to 100 percent because 
we can now also include the special steel alloys for armored vehicles 
developed by ELETROMETAL, likewise mentioned in INTERNATIONAL DEFENSE 
REVIEW, an important international armament magazine published in Switzer- 
land. 





ELETROMETAL, a company established in Campinas, invested more than $100 
million in the developmnet of technology for the production of light metal 
alloys, including steel. Its new special Blast furnaces, which began to 
operate only a short time ago, represent an investment of $18 million. 

The product of ELETROMETAL was tested by United States military equipment 
manufacturers and a contract is now being studied in the United States for 
the supply of these alloys for the production of military aircraft in 

the United States. There is a shortage of special metal alloys in the 
United States and this opens up good export prospects for Brazil. 


In the electrical-electronics field, EMBRASID (Brazilian Defense Systems 
Enterprise) will now be established as a result of an association between 
EMBRACOM and Honeywell, a United States company, with control being held 
by the domestic enterprise and including total technology transfer. The 
new industrial unit is to be set up in Rio de Janeiro with an initial 
investment of about 2 billion cruzeiros; the purpose is to take care of the 
requirements of the Brazilian Navy, as well as to produce equipment for 
export. It will be established this coming Wednesday in Rio de Janeiro. 
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ENGESA Employs 300 Engineers 


Following the administration's decision to develop a technology for the 
production of military equipment in the country, ENGESA began an effort of 
creating knowhow and today has 60 engineers involved only in project plan- 
ning and another 240 working in other areas, tmproving the product. 


The production of light armored equipment in Brazil began to grow from that 
point on and its quality began to be recognized abroad as a result of suc- 
cessful exports. One can say today that the West's most advanced technology 
in light wheeled armored vehicles comes from Brazil and that is based on 

the appreciation of military engineers in other countries which are in- 
dustrially more developed. ENGESA is 6-7 years ahead of other countries 

in the west in the technology of light wheeled armored vehicles. 


The enterprise achieved this standing after years of study, concluding that 
it would be possible to produce light armored vehicles using parts already 
produced by the automotive industry. This led to light vehicles which are 
cheaper and require smaller tnvestments. 


But the great advantage of ENGESA vehicles resides in the fact that they 
guarantee independence regarding spare parts and maintenance for the country 
purchasing them. Parts usually used in trucks or heavy vehicles can be 

used perfectly well for this purpose. This means that the interest of 

other countries in the company's products keeps giowing with each passing 
day. 


Another important factor relating to ENGESA vehicles has to do with its 
flexibility and easy driving. An engineer even went so far as to say that 
"all you have to know is how to drive a car and you can perfectly well 
drive a light armored vehicle turned out by that company." 


This simplicity of technology also removes the need for advisors to accom- 
pany the vehicles to the purchasing country; all it takes is a fast train- 
ing course which the company itself takes care of. 


Its line of products has just been mentioned in the world's most important 
armament magazine, INTERNATIONAL DEFENSE REVIEW, reporting that ENGESA 
started to produce in 1970 and today turns out the Sucuri [Anaconda], 
Cascavel [Rattlesnake], Urutu [Viper], and the latest light armored vehicle, 
the Jararaca [Pit Viper]. In addition to that, it has a line of military 
transport trucks with all-wheel traction ¢eveloped by it. 


Through its subsidiary in Bahia, ENGEX, ENGESA also developed guns for its 
armored vehicles. ENGEX likewise has its own technology. Today, the 
principal industrial unit for the production of light armored vehicles 

by ENGESA is located in Sao Jose dos Campos, in the Paraiba Valley, almost 
on the border with the township of Cacapava. The industrial unit in Sao 
Paulo is involved in new product development and research. The search for 





new products is a constant undertaking at ENGESA, in addition to the improve- 
ment of currently produced equipment which from the very beginning yielded 
technological improvements, 


The Cascavel model, for example, is already coming out in four versions, 
alwaya combining harmony between fire power, mobility, and armor protection, 
The product sample catalogue given to foreign customers contains photos of 
Cascavels in action in the most difficult and varied situations. The 
engines used in light-wheeled armored vehicles are Mercedes-Benz and 

Detroit Diesel, produced domestically. 


In the case of the Urutu, which is also an amphibious vehicle, the mechani- 
cal components for submersion include a series of optional accessories, 
as desired by the customer. 


EMBRAER Preparing To Build Jato Fighter 


The month of August marks a decisive step by EMBRAER in the area of mili- 
tary aviation: the prototype of the T-27--a basic turboprop trainer--will 
make its maiden flight on 19 August; the foundations for the agreement 
concerning the construction of the first Brazilian fighter, the AMX Jato 
aircraft, will be spelled out with the Italian enterprises Aeritalia and 
Macchi. 


EMBRAER expects that the T-27 will have great chances of sales to the air 
forces even of countries which are traditional aircraft exporters, such 
as the United States, Great Britain, and France, by virtue of its charac- 
teristics which are unequalled anywhere fn the world; this is the first 
turboprop military trainer project. 


Less than 20 jays before the first flight, the T-27 is practically ready 
and is undergoing final tests for the basic systems; the rollout tests 

are scheduled to start next week, In the meantime, the technical depart- 
ment of EMBRAER is getting ready for the first flight and a series of tests 
which will be held over a period of several months to improve the turboprop; 
the sales department of EMBRAER is already preparing a sales drive to 

start on 31 August in Great Britain 4t the Farnborough Aerospace Show 

when the mockup of the military aircraft will be displayed. 


EMBRAER marketing strategy for this new military aircraft is mainly based 
on the advanced technology employed in the aircraft, including chemical 
machining and spot-welding; besides, the aircraft has no competitors in 
its class. According to EMBRAER, the military pilot instruction setup 
today contains a gap between piston aircraft and jato aircraft. As a 
result of the successive increases in the price of fuel, it became un- 
avoidable to try to train a pilot directly for jet aircraft whose operating 
costs are very high. This was why, according to EMBRAER, the Brazilian 
Air Force was looking for an aircraft that would be hetter suited for 
training its pilots and that could be the motivating element for the sale 
of the T-27 to military academies tn other countries since there are no 
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turboprop aircraft originally designed for military training, The available 
models, the United States Beech and the Swiss Pilatus, are piston air- 
craft which were adapted for the use of turboprop engines. 


T-27 sales are scheduled to start in 1981, at a current price of approxi- 
mately $900,000, each. The FAB [Brazilian Air Force] has already placed 
an order of 162 units with EMBRAER, in addition to sharing the aircraft 
development costs. 


Although EMBRAER already has a jet aircraft in its production line--the 
Xavante [Wild Shavante Indian tribe], an advanced military trainer--its 

most ambitious undertaking in military aviation will be the AMX combat 

jet. The project will be finalized at the end of this month together 

with Aeritalia and Macchi for the development of the AMX. EMBRAER will 

take care of 35 percent of the project costs and will have a special version 
of the aircraft suitable for Brazilian conditfons. 


This single-seat, swept-wing subsonic aircraft, flying at almost 1,000 
kilometers per hour, can carry more than 2 tons of weapons; it will cost 
close to $10 million and will be cheaper than its competitors which have 
price tags of between $10 and $15 million on them. In Brazil, it will re- 
place the supersonic F-SE Tiger, made tn the Untted States, and in Europe 
it may be used to equip the NATO forces. Thus, the aircraft produced 
jointly by Brazil and Italy will Be seld to air forces throughout Europe. 


Both the Brazilian and the Italian engineers believe in the technical and 
commercial success of the AMX and guarantee that it can be considered the 
“aircraft of the nineties." 


Bernardini Cost-Oriented 


Bernardini president Flavio Bernardint emphasized that, when it comes to 
military vehicles, primarily armored vehicles, "Brazil has a different 
production philosophy. We think very much about the user and the cost 
involved in vehicle production. Our vehicle always reveals simplifications 
in terms of maintenance and parts compatibility with the tractor and auto- 
motive industry markets. This is different from what is being done in 
more developed countries with whom we need not take second place when it 
comes to technology." 


"Europe and the United States reached a maximum of sophistication in this 
equipment. Our limiting factor today is the production volume. If we 

had a larger volume of orders, we could develop the entire electronic 
paraphernalia which are available in other developed countries. We have 
stopped the production of certain equitpment items because we are not getting 
enough orders," he said. 


He admitted that Bernardini has been receiving many visits from foreign 
business operators to negotiate for the purchase of components and techno- 
logy. "They keep looking for this. Every month, we have visits from 
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foreign companies but our intention is to export the entire assembly, 1! 
believe that Brazil's image today is very good abroad due to the consider- 
able number of products which we have exported in the military armored 
vehicle line." he said, 


"Brazii{an military products will be exported only after they have been 
checked out at home, Without that, we could not possibly make any sales 
abroad, The domestic armored vehicle industry is sending its products to 
potential customer countries, subjecting them to tests by the buyers 
themselves, to demonstrate their quality. A demonstration in the customer 
country itself is more impressive and the result is more direct. We are 
running a risk here but it is worth the trouble,” he noted. 


"We are in the final phase of two or three negotiations abroad. We have 
already conducted various export cransactions. I must explain that we 
consider a deal closed only when the particular order reaches the purchas- 
ing country. We always have to be cautious in this respect. I remember 
that Iran conducted a series of negotiations with Great Britain for the 
eupply of equipment but when the revolution came, the order was cancelled. 
The equipment is cons‘cered to have been exported when it is already 

in the customer country,” he said. 


Bernardini's production capacity can be easily expanded, its president 
admitted, emphasizing that "most of the production equipment is made in 
Brazil. The work is dene on the basis of specific orders. For each con- 
tract there is a special analysis in an effort to make the industry econo- 
mically viable. There is no sense in providing a tremendous output 
capacity and raising the cost of running the enterprise." 


Bernardini has come out with the X1A2 (%-one-two) family, a light, 4-ton 
combat vehicle. There are three vehicles in this family today: the combat 
vehicle, the bridge-laying vehicle, and the missile launcher. Bernardini 
also has the technology for putting diesels into the M-41 tank. 


"The army must make the M-41 tanks more economical; they were made in the 
United States, using air-cooled gasoline engines. We converted the engines 
to diesel use and we reduced tank fuel consumption from 5-7 liters per 
kilometer to 1 liter per kilometer. That is how it became economical to 
run. Product improvement is a constant effort here. We are making com- 
ponents and chassis for military use," said the president adding that the 
“expansion of the military equipment market began in 1973. Bernardini is 
an old enterprise going back to 1912." 


There are almost one hundred chief components suppliers. The only thing 
Bernardini wants is to make sure that the country will go in for planned 
purchasing with relation to domestic equipment items so as to make it 
possible for “private initiative to adjust to the existing requirements. 
We believe in this sector and this is where the e-port possibilities are," 
Mr Flavio Bernardini, company president, concluded, 
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Easy handling and spare parts sell the Sucuri.

TURBAY GLVES GREEN LIGHT FOR CANDIDATE SELECTION 
Bogota EL TLEMPO in Spanish 6 Aug 80 Sec A pp 1, 8 


[Text] Yesterday, President Turbay Ayala said that he vas no desire to inter- 
fere with the selection of a candidate, nor to prolong indefinitely the fill- 
ing of that position; and he requested that the presidents of the Senate and 
the Chamber begin immediate negotiations with the spokesmen for the various 
candidacies. 


Turbay left the decision in the matter to Congress and, in a letter to Dre 
Jose Ignacio Diaz-Granados Alzamora and Hernando Turbay Turbay, he commented: 


"To be more exact, and to avoid misinterpretations of my views, I wish to tell 
you that you may now, at this very moment, start talks with the spokesmen for 
the different candidacies, and come to an agreement with them that, as has 

been customary in the party's decisions and as has currently been stipulated 
for the selection of a candidate for the presidency of the republic, whoever 
has a majority will be accepted as the official candidate for the appointment.” 


The term for the present appointee, Gustavo Balcazar Monzon, expires tomorrow, 
and when the parliamentary groups learned about the letter from the head of 
state yesterday, they concluded that the process has finally been thawed and 
that the "green light" has been given to start selecting a new appointee. 


Dre Diaz-Granados and Turbay Turbay will initiate the pertinent discussions 
to determine the groundrules and procedure for the selection of the candi- 
date. Two years ago, Liberal senators and representatives voted in special 
polling places set up in Congress, following a highly controversial politi- 
cal process. Now, there are some who propose that the board of Liberal par- 
liamentariane itself might make the choice of the candidate. The system may 
possibly be decided upon next week, because this week has been shortened by 
the “day off" tomorrow. 


As everyone knows, there are four names mentioned for that great honor: those 
of the minister of government, German Zea; the head of che DLN [National Li- 
beral Directorate], Victor Mosquera Chaux; the representative, Jorge Mario 





Lastman; and the ambassador to Moscow, Guillermo Plagas Aleid, who will be 
arriving in Bogota within a few days, 


lhe selection of the appointee will be made by the full Congress, possibly 

at the end of this month or the beginning of September. The immediate step 
to be taken now is the determination of the groundrules by the Liberal Party, 
80 a8 subsequently to proceed with the choice of the candidate and, finally, 
with the plenary session of che chambers, Former President Pastrana favors 
not delaying this selection, and remarked that the unions would accept whom- 
ever the Liberal majorities agree upon, 


lurbay's Letter 

The letter from President Turbay Ayala to Congress reads as follows: 
"Bogota, D.E. 

"5 August 1980 


"Drs Jose Ignacio Diaz-Granados, president of the Honorable Senate of the 
Republic; Hernando Turbay, president of the Honorable Chamber of Representa- 
tives; 


"Most distinguished friends: 


"I recently told the reporters from EL TIEMPO and CARACOL who were covering 
the change of command in Lima that, in my opinion, the selection of the 
candidate should be postponed until there was the beginning of an agreement 
among the Liberal majorities in Parliament, so that this selection would not 
hamper the process of Liberal unity which is progressing simultaneously, with 
the efforts being made by the Conservative boards of directors to achieve 
their own unity. 


"The agreement that I have mentioned obviously is that concerning the ground- 
rules that must be applied for the selection of the person who will eventual- 
ly replace the president of the republic, according to the terms of the Con- 
stitution. 


"It was not my intention, nor is it now, to prolong indefinitely the filling 
of this honorable position. In 1978, in a message which I sent to the pre- 
sidents of the Congress, | stated, verbatim: 


‘Colombian democracy is typified by the fortunate circumstance that the en- 
tire process stipulated in the Constitution and in the laws for its opera- 
tion can be carried out without impairing the understanding between the par- 
ties or the cordiality among the citizens. Hence I believe that, with the 
present harmonious atmosphere that prevails in Congress, the selection of 
the candidate will not only be easy, but will also help to strengthen the 
democratic mechanisms. ' 
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"As may be observed, | have no desire to interfere with the selection of the 
candidate. To be more exact, and to avoid misrepresentations of my views, 

| wish to tell you that you may now, at this very moment, start talke with 

the spokeamen for the different candidacies, and come to an agreementwith them 
that, a8 hae been customary in the party's decisions and as has currently 
been stipulated for the selection of a candidate for the presidency of the 
republic, whoever has a majority will be accepted as the official candidate 
for the appointment. 


"Il cannot overemphasize the fact that I have no objection to the destgnation 
of the prominent fellow party members who have parliamentary backing, and 
that whoever is selected among them will have my support and confidence, 

So, let it be made clear that, under the circumstances described, the selec- 
tion of the candidate will depend exclusively on the decision of the Congress 
of the Republic. 


"Fellow countryman and friend, Julio Cesar Turbay Ayala." 
Eastman Comments 


Congressman Jorge Mario Eastman, a candidate for the appointment, reacted 
favorably to the position assumed by President Turbay, and said that he had, 
once again, given proof of his democratic convictions. 


He suggested an agreement on terms similar to those 2 years ago, when Gustavo 
Balcazar Monzon was selected. He explained that each chamber, in turn, would 
vote for the candidate of its choice, and then the votes of the Liberal con- 
gress members would be added. 


When those votes were added, the results would be submitted to the Board of 
Liberal Parliamentarians, which must finally decide upon the formal intro- 
duction of the candidite to the Conservatives.

CALENDAR POR LIBERAL CONVENTIONS SET 
Bogota EL ESPECTADOR in Spanish 1 Aug 80 Sec A pp 1, 5 


[Text] The Liberal Party will hold two national conventions, on 13 December 
of thir year and on 19 September 1981, in addition to a “council” meeting 
on its program and doctrine next March. 


This was the schedule established yesterday by the former presidents of the 
republic, the National Directorate and the Central Political Commission of 
the Liberal Party, to be submitted for final approval by the board of parliag- 
mentarians which will meet for that purpose on 22 August. 


At the first convention, in December, the party's new board members will be 
elected and the groundrules for the precandidacy debates will be adopted. 


At the council meeting in March, the general points will be determined for 
the program that the Liberal Party will carry out in 1982, bearing in mind 
the country's most pressing problems, concerning which a policy of action 
for the immediate future will have to be established. 


At the convention in September 1981, the single presidential candidate will 
be selected, nearly 8 months prior to the general elections, so that there 
will be enough time to regroup the Liberal forces and make progress in the 
defense of their planks against those of their opponents. 


Dialog With the Conservatives 


The Liberal Party's leadership entities left the door open for a dialog with 
the Conservatives concerning the primaries or a revision in the electoral 
timetable, but they made mention of their surprise at the late and suspicious 
manner in which the Conservative unions treated the invitation to discuss 
the matter. Senator Victor Mosquera Chaux, head of the DLN [National Liberal 
Directorate], said that he was always willing to hold a dialog with the Con- 
servative leaders on the subject, and had made some concrete proposals; but 
they appeared unwilling, and have just now assumed a different attitude. 

At the conclusion of the meeting of the Liberal Party's board members, Mos- 
quera Chaux emphasized: "It is not our fault that no agreements have been 
reached. We have always been receptive to dialog." 
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At the request of parliamentarian Ernesto Lucena, the opportunity was afford- 
ed to make contacts regarding this matter of revising the electoral timetable, 
ae well as on the clarification of Article 120 of the Constitution, which was 
also proposed by former President Misael Pastrana and by the board of union 
parliamentarians, and was backed yeaterday by the head of the Alvarista Con- 
servative Board of Directors, Miguel Escobar Mendez. 


Nevertheless, the members of the Liberal Party's National Directorate, begin- 
ning with Victor Mosquera Chaux and Carlos Holmes Trujillo, were of the opin- 
ton that the possibility of reaching prompt and timely agreement on the es- 
tablishment of the primaries or the revision of the electoral timetable was 
virtually quite remote; and that, in such an event, the party could not be 
subjected to the fluctuations in opinion of the Conservatives, nor allow it- 
self to be caught up in a strategic ploy that could prove fatal to its aspi- 
rations to remain in power. 


Yesterday's meeting was not attended by former Presidents Alfonso Lopez Michel- 
sen and Dario Echandia; Dr Lopez, because he is in Cartagena; and Dr Echandia, 
because, 10 days ago, he decided to exclude himself from this political dia- 
log, despite the fact that his signature was authorized on the document con- 
taining recommendations. 


The Political Commission released a statement in which it asks for the Liberal 
congress members’ approval for the document made public by the former presi- 
dents and the DLN to indicate the line of conduct and action which "will en- 
able the parcy to continue its fruitful public endeavor, guided by new bear- 
ings and proposals." 


The Clarification of 120 


The Commission recommends a study of the clarification of Article 120, through 
the adoption of methods which will allow "without any upsets, for the succes- 
sion of governments with a clearcut ideological orientation, which will put to 
the test the walidity of their concepts and programs and, at the end of their 
terms in office, face the people's judgment, passed without pressure or coer- 
clon, on the work that has been accomplished, deciding whether those same 
ideas and those representing them are to remain in the government, or whether 
they should be replaced by different solutions and persons." 


The Commission accepts the recommendations of the former presidents and, in 
addition, praises the willingness with which the party has received the ex- 
presidents’ activity. 


The parliamentary group signed the Commission's statement, but made an excep- 
tion regarding the point related to the selection of the candidate by means 
of the convention. 











The Resolution 


Following ts the text of the draft resolution which was approved yesterday 
and will be put to a vote by the board of parliamentarians on 22 August, 


The party's National Directorate and Political Commission 
Whereas: 


First: The party's statutes, promulgated on 30 March 1963, called for an or- 
ganization geared to its Liberal and decentralist principles, which must have 
as a base the Liberal assemblies of the municipalities that are responsible 
for electing the local directorates and, in turn, are delegated to the Libe- 
ral assemblies of the departments, intendancies and commissionerships. 


Second: lt has been impossible until now to organize the registrrtion of the 
active members of the party who, according to the same statutes, are respon- 
sible for electing delegates to the municipal assemblies; and, in view of 
the absence of a law to regulate the internal activity of the political par- 
ties, it is essential that a system be temporarily established which will 
enable the entity as a whole to create its leadership cadres through those 
who most authentically represent the Liberals in each municipality. 


Third: The last two elections for municipal councils were marked b’ the par- 

ticipation of all the Liberal movements and persuasions; and hence it is na- 

tural to believe that the entire group of principal and alternate members who 
were elected to the town councils constitute a body which is truly represen- 

tative of the party in each municipality. 


Fourth: The reformation of the entity's directorates carried out on the basis 
of what has been explained in the previous paragraphs will endow the party 
with authorities throughout the entire country; and the municipal groups can, 
in turn, according to the final section of Article 9 of the statutes, create 
town, district, section or rural committees, in order to achieve the closest 
ties with all the territorial sectors, and also to organize special celle for 
the advancement of the party's political, cultural and social action. 


Fifth: There is an urgent need for the party to have, all over the country, 
authorized organs which represent all its persuasions and movements, and 

which will activate their relations with the members of the entire entity, 

plan their future action and cooperate in the dissemination of the government's 
plans that the party itself obtains through its representatives in the execu- 
tive body and the public corporations. 


Resolve: 


Article 1. On (the date will be set at the board meeting), there will be a 
meeting in the capitals of the municipalities of the municipal Liberal assem- 
blies which will be comprised of the principal and alternate Liberal council

members who were elected in the last two elections to town councils, accord- 
ing to the certification lesued by the respective municipal registrar of the 
Civil State, These assemblies will have the following functions: 


a. To elect the Liberal Party's Municipal Board of Directors, which will con- 
sist of the number of members indicated by the assembly itself, which shall 
not exceed 11; 


b. To perform the functions discussed in paragraphs a-f, inclusive, of Article 
17 of the statutes; and, primarily, that of electing delegates from the muni- 
cipality to the respective departmental, intendancy or commissionership assem- 
bly. 


Paragraph 1. Each Municipal Assembly will appoint one delegate for every 1,000 
votes and one more for each fraction exceeding 500 votes of those received in 
the elections of 9 March of this year for the respective council. 


The municipalities in which the number of votes cast for the Liberal Party is 
under 500 will combine their municipal Liberal assembly with that of one or 
more other municipalities in the same circumstances, in accordance with the 
instructions from the respective overseeing committee which the Special Court 
of Guarantees appoints. 


Paragraph 2. Both the election of the Municipal Board of Directors and that 
of the delegate or delegates to the Regional Assembly will be held according 
to the electoral quotient system. 


Paragraph 3. In the municipalities wherein the party's votes are not suffi- 
cient to elect a council member, or only one was elected, and in the towns 
with intendancies and commissionerships, the Municipal Board of Directors 
will be appointed by popular assemblies, in accordance with regulations that 
will be issued by the National Liberal Directorate. 


Paragraph 4. The Regional Boards of Directors are authorized to enlarge the 
Municipal Boards of Directors for the sole purpose of giving representation 
to the groups which have received no less than 10 percent of the Liberal 
votes in the elections for council members held on 9 March of this year, and 
which are excluded from the appointments made by the municipal conventions. 


Article 2. On , @ meeting will be held in the capital of each depart- 
ment, intendancy or commissionership of the respective Liberal Party depart- 
mental, intendancy or commissionership assembly, which will consist of: 


a. The principal deputies elected by the Liberal Party in the last two elec- 
tions; 


b. The delegates from the Liberal assemblies of the municipalities who were 
elected in accordance with the provisons of the foregoing articie; and, 
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ce, Liberals who have served, on a regular basis, in the position of governor, 
intendant or commissioner, 


Article 3, It ts itneumbent on the departmental, intendancy or commissionership 
Liberal assembly to perform the functions cited in paragraphs 1 to 4 of Ar- 
ticle 24 of the statutes, 


The assemblies will elect delegates to the Liberal Party's National Conven- 
tion, at the rate of one for every 10,000 votes received in the respective 
electoral district in the elections for deputies and for intendancy and com- 
missionership council] members which took place on 9 March of this year, and 
one more for each fraction exceeding 5,000 votes. 


Paragraph 1, In the intendancies and commissionerships whose votes were not 
sufficient to elect a delegate to the national convention, the intendancy and 
commissionership assemblies will be entitled to appoint one. 


Paragraph 2. In the electoral districts wherein the National Liberal Direc- 
torate decides that there are Liberal movements established in previous elec- 
tions, the appointment of the delegates to the National Liberal Convention 
and of boards of directors will take place in such a way that the representa- 
tion of each of these movements will be maintained in proportion to the num- 
ber of votes that they received in the elections for deputies of 9 March of 
this year. 


The National Liberal Directorate is authorized to regulate the voting system 
in the regional assemblies for the purpose of making the provisions of this 
paragraph effective. 


Article 4, On the second Saturday of December of this year, in the capital of 
the republic, the Liberal Party's National Convention will take place, compris- 
ed of: 


a. The former Liberal presidents; 
b. The party's senators and representatives who are serving in their positions; 


c. The delegates from the departments, intendancies and commissionerships who 
were elected by the respective regional assemblies; 


d. The individuals who have served, on a regular basis, in the position of 
minister in the executive offices; 


e. Liberals who have the status of principal members of the national, depart- 
mental, intendancy and commissionership directorates and of the trade union 
confederations, as well as of the associations of users of rural services; 


f. Five representatives from the economic trade associations elected accord- 
ing to regulations issued by the DLN; 
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g. The editors of the Liberal newspapers which are in circulation and which 
have been published regularly for at least 2 years prior to the date of the 
convention, in accordance with the list drawn up by the DLN; 


h. Fifteen delegates from the Liberal university affiliates, elected in the 
manner stipulated in the foregoing paragraph. 


Article 5, The Liberal Party's National Convention will have the following 
func tions: 


a. To appoint the National Liberal Directorate, in accordance with the terms 
of Article 3/7 of the statutes. However, the Convention may change the system 
for this election with a two thirds vote of those in attendance, 


b. The others discussed in Article 35 of the same statutes. But, with regard 
to the naming of the candidaie for the presidency of the republic, the pro- 
cedure will be as stipulated in Article 7, 


Article 6, In March 1981, through a convocation by the DLN, the Central Poli- 
tical Commission will meet in Bogota to make a detailed study of the nation's 
social, economic and political status, to to devise a program which, when 
approved by the National Convention, will be binding on the party's candidate 
for the presidency of the republic and on those aspiring to occupy seats in 
the National Congress. The heads of the constitutional commissions of both 
chambers, the former ministers, former magistrates of the Supreme Court of 
Justice and of the State Council affiliated with the Liberal Party, the uni- 
versity provessors of this ideology in service for over 10 years and the Libe- 
ral members of the labor federations will be invited to this meeting. 


Article 7, On the third Saturday of September 1981, in the capital of the re- 
public, the party's National Convention will take place, with the following 
main purposes: 


a. To elect the candidate for the presidency of the republic with one half 
plus one of the votes; 


b. To approve the program which the party will submit to the public for the 
electoral debate which will end in March 1982; and, 


c. To issue the Liberal Party's definitive statutes. 
Paragraph: The Convention will be comprised in §- ver stipulated in Ar- 


ticle 4 of this resolution; but, for the elect: 4 L1@ regional delegates, 
the process established in Articles 2 and 3 will be -szneated. 


Article 8. For the purpose of overseeing stringent compliance with this reso- 
lution, a Special Court of Guarantees is to be created, composed of the for- 
mer Liberal presidents, Drs Alberto Lleras Camargo, Carlos Lleras Restrepo, 











Alfonso Lopez Michelsen and Dario Echandla, who will appoint overseeing com- 
missions in the departments, intendancies, commissionerships and municipali- 
ties if they deem it teasible, 


Article 9, The National Liberal Directorate will issue the regulations for 
the election of the Board of Directors of the Special District, 


Article LO, The National Liberal Directorate and the Central Political Com- 

mission will continue to review the party's statutory regulations, so that, 

at the convention which launches the candidate for the presidency of the re- 
public, the definitive regulations on the organization of the Liberal Party 

may be issued, taking into account, if need be, the law regulating the oper- 
ation of parties. 


Article 11. Any omissions or unclear points in this resolution will be provid- 
ed for or clarified by the DNL, after prior consultation with the Special 
Court of Guarantees. 


Article 12. This resolution will go into effect only after having been approv- 
ed by the absolute majority of the Board of Liberal Parliamentarians.

POPULAR UNITY VICE PRESIDENT DISCUSSES STATUS OF PARTY 
San Jose LA REPUBLICA in Spanish 13 Aug 80 p 11 


[Political Wednesdays in the Republic: Interview with Jose Hine 
Garcia, vice president and member of the National Assembly of the 
PUP (Popular Unity Party) by Wilmer Murillo; date and place not given) 


(Text) The PUP's legal status within the Unity 
coalition is less independent than its leaders 
would like to admit. 


The PUP's "real" leaders are barely at the stage of 
cautious discussions to set straight the procedures 
that will return the party to its former status. 


These cigressions confirm that there is a sort of 
battle among the forces in the coalition, which 

is looking for a solution through the resignation 
of the members of the other parties that comprise 
the PUP assembly today and through a reorganization 
of the party by placing genuine PUP members in 
those spots. 


This major development is currently having an 
impact among the ranks of the government supporters, 
in order to avoid a political affiliation that is 
regarded as undesirable. 


If the status of the PUP, which is now under the 
control of delegates from other coalition parties, 
basically the Calderon faction, remains the same, 
the PUP members who thought that theirs would be a 
single party will have traded an orchard for an 
apple. 


This week we spoke about these and other national 
current events with Jose Hine Garcia, vice president 
and member of the National Assembly of the PUP, who 
has decided to seek the Unity presidential nomination. 











| Question} lhere 18 @ basic issue troubling the political circles of 





government supporters: the statue of the PUP, There are many things 
on which L differ with President Carazgo's administration (Ulate). Do 
you think that you are at a disadvantage with the rest of the parties 


in the coalition? 


lAnewer] When the coalition pact was hammered out, the PUP was set 
aside as a joint home for the coalition parties, with the understanding 
that this would take place once the respective electoral reforms were 
approved. This was based on the inspired desire to give Costa Ricans 
an organized political party with a clear-cut ideology that would 

serve to offset the Liberation Party. An assembly was set up with 
representatives from all of the coalition parties for that purpose. 


{Question} Given the constitution of the PUP, do you think that the 
Calderon faction controls two Unity parties? 


[Answer) It does not matter how many delegates each party has in PUP; 
what matters is whether we are willing to fulfill the commitment that we 
made to the electorate to give them an organized, permanent and 
ideological party or whether we want to maintain a more or less 
traditional division. That is the basic thing, and there lies the 
commitment of all the members of the assembly and all of us leaders 

who took part in the last elections. We took on the commitment that 
that party would be formed. 


[Question] If, as people say, the Calderon faction controls the PUP 
assembly, is it possible that you will decide to request its 
independence within the coalition? Don't you think, as some people 
say, thac because of this very circumstance it is going to be kept 
in a sort of straight-jacket? 


[Answer) 1 don't like the word “control.” We are working within a 
single political group, not with political enemies. The commitment 
that I have pointed out is of such magnitude that it admits no 
deviations. Two coalition parties have felt that the pact is a good 
idea in the sense that they can name their own candidates for deputy 
and councilmen. l personally think that that option has not been 
lost. And I do not think that the PUP has been put in a straight- 
jacket. The voters give political strength to a movement. We have 
before us a consultation among the people, prior to the nationwide 
one, in on attempt to give vent to the democratic desires of one 
group in the country through a convention. We must see to it that the 
struggle among factions takes place amid the greatest harmony, with 
the competition being among clear-cut ideas on the country's problems, 
not among individuals. 


[Question] Would you ask that PUP's previous status be reinstated? 
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|Anewer] I am just @ vice president of the PUP and a member of ite 
assembly. 1 do not know what the PUP will decide in this regard. 


[Question] Can you move forward with reorganizing the coalition 
without first removing what many consider a serious obstacle? 


|[Anever) IL have said a thousand times that the commitment was to form 
a party. Ae far as | am concerned, the obligation that we have assumed 
is of a different magnitude. Divisions must not be created where they 
do not exist. If you travel the country, you will see that no matter 
what Unity factions the people belong to, they have the general 
feeling that they belong to Unity. It would be a serious mistake to 
create divisions where they do not exist, to impede efforts at unity 
and link them to certain ambitions. That is what people do not want. 
in my case, there are people who support my candidacy and who belong 
to the four coalition parties, and there are people who do not belong 
to any of them and are still helping me. The important thing is to 
strengthen, not weaken the Unity movement. 


[Question] Do you think that it is correct to ask that parties and 
factions alike present the signatures of 1,600 supporters in order 
to take part in the struggle among aspiring candidates? 


[Answer] I don't see why a different system should be established 
when we are in the same group. I feel that it is logical to demand 
the same of each aspirant. I see no reason to ask more of some than 
of others. 


[Question] Do you think that the arms affair will have an adverse effect 
on the ambitions of a number of Unity hopefuls who are said to be 
implicated in the affair? 


[Answer] The affair is of such scope that the government ought to 

get to the bottom of things and bring those responsible before our 
system of justice. Given the circumstances in which the problem has 
cropped up, the government has to be like Ceasar's wife; not only does 
it have to be honest, it has to look honest too. 


[Question] Why do you want to be president of the republic? 


[Answer] This is the highest prize that a Costa Rican can receive. 

A person has to deserve it; it cannot be something that comes like 

an inheritance or is forced through by privileged groups. It ought 
to be the greatest manifestation of the electorate's confidence, and 
a person has to earn that confidence. You earn it through proposals 
that will help to resolve the country's problems. ' have a number of 
ideas that I think will be of use to the country and I want to see 
whether they are good enough to earn the confidence of the people. 
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[Question] What are the basic points of your government progran, 
if you are victorious at the Unity convention? 


|Anewer] The basic thing is to energetically spur national development. 
We have to do an in-depth study of the tax problem in general, The 

tax system is not one that we could conceive of as fair. With regard 
to the problem of national development, we have to make use of the 
waste products of our resources, Farm residues such a6 sugar cane 
bagasse are an example. We will require enormous amounts of bagasse 

in the country's efforts to replace gasoline with gasohol. The cost 

of producing alcohol will drop; new job sources will be created, and 
both agriculture and industry will be diversified. 


We also have take a realistic approach to the problem of domestic 
industry. We have to develop a true industrial complex on a very 
solid foundation. 


Industrialists should not be persecuted, as they are now. They 
should be promoted and, of course, given incentives. We are also 
taking a look at how the government can get back on schedule in 
paying off its debt to the Costa Rican Social Security Institute, 
which now totals some |! billion, and above all we have to insure that 
this enormous debt is paid off in a reasonable period of time and in 
absolute security. The fact is that social security is being 
endangered. in general, we feel that the factions should indicate 
what their programs are to stimulate development and to enhance 

Costa Rican democracy. 


[Question] How do you agree and how do you differ with President 
Carazo's administration? 


|[Answer] It is not doing what he said it would. It is not giving 

Costa Ricans the feeling that there are well-defined goals in 

connection with national problems. We do not know what the government's 
policy is towards the tax problem. We do not know of any real 

attempt to curtail government expenditures. We have seen no sustained, 
well-directed effort to boost farm production and streamline bank 

loans for agricultural purposes. These basic, wideranging issues are 
where I differ with Mr Carazo's administration. 


[Question] What do you think of Luis Alberto Monge? 


[Answer] Monge has the responsibility, though he wants to avoid it, 
of being open with the Costa Ricans from whom he is asking support. 

He has not said a word about what he will do as president. He has 
avoided such topics in his speeches. He has said that the voters know 
him, as if problems remain the same over the years, have not gotten 
worse and do not require a new approach and new solutions. What we 
have here is a matter of principles, and principles do not lapse. 











lt is vital to know the philosophy of the people who seek to lead the 
nation, Monge has an obligation to respond, not to shun such a 
confrontation, He has to say what he feels and what he is going to do. 
| have said that a person seeking the support of Costa Ricans has to 

be willing to anewer their questions, if he can. A person has to 

earn the confidence of the voters. 


[Question] Why do you think that Monge will lose the election? 


[Answer] Because Unity is the strongest party. We beat him in the 
previous elections, and once again I will help to defeat him thie time. 


[Question] And why do you think that you will win the battle among 
the factions? 


[Answer] It's not that I think that I will win. I think that we have 
to make an effort to democratize the Unity coalition. The selection 

of a candidate must depend on his supporters, not on pressures. That's 
why I am involved in this. I have the same chance as any other 
aspiring candidate. 


[Question] What do you think of the ambitions of the minister of 
culture, youth and sports? 


[Answer] As in the case of Minister Mendez, I do not wish to make 
political comments on individuals who are disqualified from taking 
part in politics. I respect the law. 


[Question] Do you think that Barzuna's ambitions in the anti-Liberation 
movement are hurting Unity, the PLN [National Liberation Party] or 
both groups? 


[Answer} I have been friends with Don Miguel for many years, and | 

am sorry that he is not exerting his efforts within Unity. Nonetheless, 
I think that the polarization will be between the PLN and Unity, and 

we are going to win. 


[Question] In your judgment, was their anything constructive about 
the Carazo-Monge meeting, or was it a failure in terms of results? 


[Answer) It did not yield any results. Moreover, Carazo's subsequent 
visit to Figueres revealed that he went and asked him who really gives 
the orders in the PLN (that person being Jose Figueres) and whether 
the PLN supported what Monge was proposing. That's why I get back to 
the issue of questioning. These are things that link the PLN and 

Luis Alberto Monge, who was always a very important figure in that 
party structure. The affairs of the PLN are also the affairs of Luis 
Alberto Monge. 
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[\Question| Many people think that you look more like a distinguished 
britieh gentleman than a local politician, Do you think that that 
image ia false and do you think that it helps or hurts you? 


lAnewer| I don't know whether anyone thinks that 1 am or would 
identify me with a British gentleman. This image business does carry 
some weight, but | don't think that it is a decisive factor. The 
country has progressed and is politically mature. The important 

thing and what matters in the end is what people propose and intend to 
do. So, when the time comes, those, to me, will be the things that 
are going to carry weight.
